SUBJECT: August 2007 Civil Reserve Air Fleet (CRAF) Allocation 
 
The June 2007 CRAF allocation issued June 21, 2007 is hereby amended.  The distribution reflected 
in this letter, effective August 6, 2007, brings the CRAF allocations up-to-date.
